many, & Frossian ministerial puper, It sayws:—
“In n war with Franee the German armies
will have Lo operate on two princlpal polnts—
Alsace and Lorralne, Helgium and the lower
Hhine, sepurated by the Lilly conniry botween
Moselle and the Meuse, In case of an offensive
attack agalnst the West or the upper and mid-
dle Bhine, It wonld be necessary to secure the
imporiaut e of operations, Mayvence, Kalsor-
slaulern, and Metz, which lends into the valloy
of the Muine, This llue passes through & net-
work of numerous Franen fortvesses, of which
the most lmportant is Metz, a place of the
firét rank, and yot of slight Importavce, if
Luxembourg, distant seven miles from it, is in
curbands, and kKecps it lo cheek, The holaer of
Luxembourg is muaster of the valley of thy Barre,
whicli 18 ouly closed by sSarrelouls; but this
villey ocots at righvangles the lihe of opearations
hlr--mlf’ mentioned of an army entering from
the middie Rhine loto Champagne, If, on the
other hand, Loxembourg s & French foriress,
1t I8, especinliy in concery with Metz, a dangor
el the lnes of communlention of thal army,
aud, moreover, it would loree 1L to weaken
kel conklderably by detuebments for Invest-
Ing. A Prussian Luxembonty would theu be

Four lines of rallroad, of whieh the point of
Juncture is Luxembouig, glve to that fortress o
special importance by renson of the fucilitles
aflorded by raliroad in acinal warfare, Theseo
Jines are:—1. Nancy, Metz, Luxembouarg; 2.
Luxembourg, Namur, Brussels; 4, Luxembourg,
Spa, Licge: 4. Muyouce, Marrebruck, Sarrelouls,
Treves, Luxembourg, The frst LWO ran par-
allel 1o the French rrontier, toaeh several fortl-
fled places, and aro in direct communication
with the central polnt, Parls, us well as with
the south aud northof the country, Thestrutegy
of the French army wounld be greatly favored
by this rallrond parallel to the frontler, and s
displacement at will, from 1he zouth Lo the
north, and vice versa, would be easy, The
Luxembourg:-Liege llne ruus parallel to the
Prassian frontler, on the Belgo-Luxems-
bourg line conneols the valleys of the
Moselle and the Meuse by the shortest way,
and cuts Lthe ColognesLiege: Brussels line near
VYerviers. To Luxembourg and the Junction
point of these three Hnes must be altached, in
& French point of view, great fmportance.
Fourtlily, the Importan! nelwork connect
ing the valleys of the fhine, the Nahe, the
Barre, and the Moseile debouches on Luxem-
bourg, and on 1t Is the only loe of communica=
tlon by rail of the thealre of war In Lorralpe
and Belglom, It 18 of eapltal Ilmportanee for
the Germans, The great Importance of Lhis
Ince for us would be increased by the comple-
jon of the projected line, Treves-Cologns and

Treves-Coblents, by which l.uxumuourr could
be put in_ direct commuunleation with the
strongest places on Lthe bauks of the Riiloe, and
serve as an advaneed post, Thus the guestion
relative to a fortress so well saited both for
attiek and defense shiould be the object of serl-

OBITUARY.

M. Abel Francols Villemalin.
The French papers annonnces Lhe recent death
of Abel Francols Villemain, the celebrated his-
torfan and Senator of France, In bhis early
youth he grently distingulsked himself by his
talent, nnd before he had attalned the age
of Iwerniy ars was promoted to a profes-
sorshilp of rhetorie, Soon after he won the
Academy prizge for a eunlogy on Montlaigne,
and alterwards won a similar prize for an
essny on eriticlam, Upon the second restoration
of the Bourbons he wis made Professor of Elo-
quence to the Faculty ot Letlers and Master
of Requests to Lthe Council of State. 1In IR he
retired from otfes, Being oppoked to the Gov-
ernment, and remained in private life until
180, when he was elected n Depuaty. In 1832
Lie was made u peer of France, and from 1839 to
1844 was Minister of Pablle Instruction, Arter
the coup d'efal of 1868 he rotired agnin to pri-
vaey, but, notwithstanding their diffsrénce o
political opinions, the l-lmﬁt-rnr appointed him
A membar of the Henale, e seldom, howaver,
took part! In the debates, bit he devoted his
time almost wholly to literature, M, Villemaln
wis seventy-five years of age at the thme of his

death,
Sir Thomaes Wilkinson,

In the London papers of a recent date the
death I1s announced of Llentenant-Colonel Sir
Thomas Wiikinson, of the Bengal army. The
decensed was anatlveof England, and was born
in 1705, He received his education at Appleby
Behool, Westmoreland, and in 1811 beeame a
cadet of eavalry in the iiungn! army. Hegroatly
distingulshed bimyelf I the various éngrge-
ments in Indis, and after passing through sub-
wltern grades was, in 184, promoled Lo allea-
tenant-colonelship, e was present with his
reglment (the Bengal cavalry) at the batlle of
Nagpore in I817, the baitle of Sionu in 1518, at
the battle of Chundah in 1815, and at the affutr
of Wurrors in the game year., In that year Le
was o several aflalrs with the Noagpore Horse,
and ot the capture of the small fort of Complinh
From 1519 to 1560 he was 1o elvil employment at
Nogpore, and durlnf the following nine years
was in elvil and military employment on the
soutlwest frontier, He retired in 1844, and re-
celved the honor of Rulghthood b 1864,

Donth of an Emincnt Naturalist,
The English papers announce the death of a
distinguished nsturalisy, John Pridesux Selby,
of Twizell House, Northumberland, aged eighty-
seven years, Mr. Selby’s vame Is famliliar to
British naturalists as the author of an excellent
work, In two volumes, apon British birde, illus-
trated by colored folio plates, which continued
to be the stundard book of reference until the
appearance of the late Mr. Yarrell's volumes on

the same subject. Mr. Selby was also the author
of a book on British forest trees, and contn
buted the yolume on pigeons to the **Nutaralist’s
Library,” edited by Bur W, Jardine. Mr. Selby's

EXEMFTIONS PROM TONNAGE DUBS—THE HUGAR
CROP—MAIL ARRANGEMENTS,

Advices from Jamaiea via Havana, to the
10th Instant, give details of a new tonnage not
which bas just passed the Legislature of that
lsland. The tollowing exemptions from tonnuge
dues are made under the not:— '

1. All steam vessels teading to, or In or about
the inland.

2, All vessels laden only with ice or fresh
fruit, poultry, fresh fish, and fresh batter,

3. All veszels luden ouly with coals,

4. All vessels which shall pelther recelve nor
discharge cargo, but shall only land passen-
gere and their luggage and stores, or call in for
orders,

6, All vessels in distress putting into any of
the ports of the Island for the purpose of re-
pairs, and such vessels shall not be liable to the
stamp duty on Governor's warrant for the sale
of cargo on board of such vessel lor the purpose
of defraying the cost of such repairs.

6. All vessels arriving in ballast,

7. Vessels exempted on entry, pay alf ton-
nage dues whon Lbey clear with dye woods or
bam boo.

They were Lhe most
desperate looking fellows 1 ever s=aw, and
“8 800D as they caine In, I was fully improssed
that they were fagitives from Justice, and “pho-
tographed” them In every partienlar, even to
their clothing, boots, ete, They spoke bat
IHitle, only Lo answer questions, and their an-
swers were confsed and mixed. The smallest
man asked “If there were any llttle towns
near,” and sald they were “going to Chleoago,”
The lnrgest man asked If “thils was Michlgan,”
The men were on fool, no sulchel or bundle of
any kind, The evening was very dark, the
road by Mr. Ruple's ranning nearly east and
west.
